iesque ceremonies, Tindale devoted 
himself to the dominant purpose of 
spreading the Word of God to every 
person, and preached at St. Dunstan's 
church, West London, where he came 
in contact with Humphrey Mortimer, 
who was later largely responsible for 
Tindale’s undertakings from the fin- 
ancial point of view The evange- 
list's struggles in London, made him 
realize that he must become an exile 
for the faith, and he left for Ger- 
many, where he probably came under 
the influence of Martin Luther. He 
carried on his work at Hamburg and 
later at Cologne, and eventually com- 
pleted his publication the translation 
of the New Testament froin the Greek 
into English at Worms in 16525. More 
thun six thousand copies of the pub- 
lication were smuggled into England, 
where they were bought and collected 
by the clergy and others, to be burn- 
ed in a public bonfire at a spot where 
St. Paul's churchyard now Hes. Mr. | 
Southam pointed out that the scene of 
the fire is now the headquarters of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society. 

In 1534 and 1636 Tindale revised his 
publications, but later when Charles 
the Tifth of France issued his perse- 
cuting edicts in Northern Europe, he 
Was betrayed by a man who had 
wormed himself into his friendship, 
and was cast into prison in the Nether- 
lands where he remained for sixteen 
months. His dominant passion ruled 
while in prison at Antwerp and his 
translation of the Pextateuch was pub- 
lished at Marburg in 16380, 

Tindale’s End. 

Tindale's end came in 1536, when 
he appeared before his judges and 
was condemned to the stake. He was 
first strangled, and his remains burn- 
ed on October 6. It was not until after 
his death, said Mr. Southam, that Tin- 
dale's works became a power in Eng- 
land, and although circulation ef the 
translated Bible was-not great during 
the next two hundred years, partly 
due to the Marian Persecutions, Cov- 
erdale was ordered to print an Unglish 
Bible by the king, and Tindale’s trans- 
lations were mostly used. 

Mr. Southam called for continued 
Support for carrying on the great work 
of distribution, pointing out that the 
Bible was now printed in 800 lan- 
guages and the society stood ready to 
give every new-comer to this country 
a Bible published in his own and the 
English language. 

The Rev, Ri W. Dalgliesh, pastor of 
‘Grace Methodist church, seconded the 
resolution to carry on the work of TYin- 
dale, and a benediction by the Rev 
Dr. D. G. MeQueen concluded the 
meeting, The program was interspers

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POLITICAL TACTICS. 


Hon. Mr. Meighen has given notice that he will 
move that Parliament erect a tariff barrier which 
would keep U.S. farm products, fish and coal from 
coming into Canada. Not that he thinks Parlia- 
ment will do anything of the kind nor that he 
necessarily wants it to; but the gesture may gain 
him some votes and can’t lose any. 

Not many years ago Mr. Meighen was Premier 
of Canada, with a Parliamentary backing strong 
enough to carry his policies into effect. He did not 
impose any prebibitory duties on these commodi- 
ties, nor suggest doing so. His discovery that 
Canadian farmers, fishermen and coal operators 
ore languishing for want of protection only came 
along when he can no longer give it to them, and 
when he can urge the concession with no danger 
of being called on to make good. It is a piece of 
**heads J win, tails you lose’’ strategy; with noth- 
ing in the record or the circumstances to suggest 
that it is anything more then that 

Mr. Meighen was quite as thorough-going a 
protectionist when he was Premier as he is now. 
U.S. vegetables and fruit not mature any 
earlier or invade the Canadain market today more 
notably now than they did then. Canadians are 
exporting more fish now than they did then, U.S. 
coal is not supplying any larger proportion of the 
Canadian demand, when Canadian coal can be got, 
than it was when Mr. Meighen could have shut it 
out by a seratch of a pen. His demand that the 
King Government shall be ‘‘more Catholic than 
the Pope,”’ and apply protection where Mr. 
Meighen did not and would rot apply it, has the 
var-narks of a cheap exhibit of political hypo- 
erisy.

DRY THOSE TEARS. 


A speaker at the dairy convention at Prince 
Albert said there were enormous opportunities in 
Saskatchewan for that branch of 
farming but that they were being sadly neglected. 
That seems to be the set pattern for speeches in 
Canada just new. It does not much matter where 
the orator is holding forth er on what subject; 
jt is a safe surmise that when he is through the 
address may be summarized as being one half 
descriptive of the vastness of our resources and 
the other half condemnatory of the poor attempt 
we are making to turn them to account. 

Isn't it just possible that this habit of belittling 
cur efforts at devtclopment has been carried to 
excess? Of course, it is true that we are not as a 
nation milking as many cows as we might, nor 
mining as much coal, nor raising as much wheat, 
nor making as many boots and hats. But that is 
only another way of saying that we have not yet 
+xhausted our opportunities and reached the point 
where further development is That 
surely is not something to be lamented. When we 
do reach that point, if we ever do, it will mean 
that Canada has ceased to be the land of eppor- 
tunity, that its sons and daughters must inigrate, 
that the common ambition in life cannot be to 
acquire a competetce but merely to make a living. 

Canadians have nothing to reproach them 
selves about when they look candidly at the pro- 
gress they have made in bringing the resources of 
their half of this great continent into use. <A 
recent speaker ut a Chicago convention pointed 
out that along only two lines of development has 
the Republic kept ahead of the Dominion, differ- 
ence in population considered. Per capita there is 
more mining and manufacturing done in 
United States than in Canada. But in no other 
field of wealth production are we beaten, man for 
man, by our neighbors. The United States is 
known throughout the world as a country where 
material progress has been phenomenal during the 
last century. Surely if it is true, and it is, that 
we are beating the people of that country, heads 
counted, at their own ‘‘game’’ it is time that we 
heard less about what we haven’t done and more 
about what we have done. 


CIRCUMVENTING THE COMMISSION. 


The city council is to ask the Provincial Gov- 
ernment to introduce legislation at the coming 
session to enable the council to make an expendi- 
ture On sewer construction which the Publie Utili- 
ties Commission has refused to permit. The wis- 
dom of that course is rather more than open to 
question. It is very patently a dangerous one, 
unless it is futile. Should the Government con- 
sent, and the Legislature conceded the demand, 
the effect would be to diseredit and wunder- 
mine the commission which has been set up 
for the explicit purpose of regulating and 
controlling municipal expenditure There is 
obviously no use having a board of the kind 
if it isunderstood that municipalities can go 
behind its decisions and secure legislation whieh 
will make its authority of no effect. And if Ed 
menton were allowed to do this any other muni- 
cipality in the province would be entitled to sim- 
ilar treatment when the board turns down a pre- 
ject which it thinks is not finaneially sound 

The Utilities Commission has been given 
broader powers than it should have been given to 
permit municipa! councils to spend money with- 
out consent of the taxpayers. It is something 
uew that the board has larger powers than it 
shonld have to prevent expenditure; or that it has 
exercised its preventive authority in an arbitrary 
way. If the prohibitory powers of the board are 
too broad the lezislation covering its functions 
should be amended. Lf the board has been unrea- 
sonabiec in restricting expenditure it would be in 
order to call for a change of commissioners But 
to ask that the Legislature, with the consent and 
at the suggestion of the Government, should over- 
ride a preventive order of the board in order to 
permit a municipality to make an outlay which 
the board could not sanction, is to ask that a pre
